It is worthwhile to re- 
member that that uord was the 
woid of a priest. Samuel uas no 


formalist, but a man with genu- 
ine concern for reality. 
We must read the narrative in 


the light of the time and situa- 
tion, and Saul stands Indicted as 
a weak character, yielding to the 
popular 
demand 
of those 
who 


want to make war an occasion ot 
loot. The man called of God is 
i ejected of God. There was no di- 
vinc right of kings there. 
This is as true today as In that 
ancient day of bloody and ruth- 
less warfare. 
It n impossible to read such a 


narrative without having m mind 
some reference to the totalitarian 
war of today. Ale we living in 
better times or not? 
What is 
God's will concerning- 
defeated 


enemies? What are the demands 
of justice, and in what way ean 
justice be tempeicd with mctcy? 
Two things seem to me to stand 


out very boldly, perhaps 
three. 
First of all is the importance of 
mak'nsj sure that 
peacefully dis- 


posed 
peoples and their welfare 


shall not be again subject to the 
depredations of "modem 
Arnalc- 


kites. That may call for mcas- 
uies .seemingly harsh, but that 
must bo measured 
with cool jus- 


tice. We shall need Samuels who

and retribution. There arc wrongs 
that must be faced, not compro- 
mised. 


But further, we shall need to be
